1. F. Adler and Party to Join Englishmen for Ascent 
0 Mount Everest 


With the unexplored wilds ‘of 


civil engineer is Rah W. Loman, 


At Calcutta the will join 
British explorers who will attempt 
the ascent of Mt. Everest. The en- 
‘tire expedition will number ffty 
persons. The proposed trip across 
the Himalayan range will cover 
359 miles at an average height of 
16,000 feet, it ie Said.
